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PREFACE. 




■HOSE who hftTc Jladicd that period of oar uinali 
1 which li occapicd by the reign of Charles the PIrJl 
] and the Commonwealth, not only In the pages of 
I modern hijlorians and contemporaries who wrote 
' conjcioojly Tor pojlerity, but aljb in the inunenje 
majjcs of QDclaJJificd and often nncatalogned documents. Journals, 
Jlate papers, letters, treatifes, ballads, and Jcrmons, in which the 
hopes, fears, and dejires of the people exprejjed themjelves from 
day to day, may probably have remarked. If their pnrjuits have 
led them to contrajl oar Civil War with other portions of Briti/h 
or European hijlory, that then, for the firjl time in the modem 
world, individual perjbnality began to exerdje a marked effeS 
upon contemporary politics. In the preceding ages, from the time 
indeed when freedom Jiink under the organized imperialljm of the 
Catjars, until the outburjt of modem thought in the Jixteenth cen- 
tury, human progrejs had been but little accelerated by perjbnal 
qualities. The ignorance of external nature was too denje, the all- 
pervading influence of the dominant theology too Jlrong, the terrors 
It wielded and the punljhments It threatened too frightful for the 
energy of any one perfon to become confpicuoos in direSli^ public 
b 
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events or moiildffi^ the thbi%lite'<if others, except in tnofe rare leafes 
where the minds of men had ktrelKLy heth |^epartd b^ the Church's 
teadiii^, or % "tiicir Tiihefetii or inherit^ ftq^erflitions. In the 
car^ oTSaiift ^B^mai 1n^k^1l^^dieTe# o»iers ofhis jlaii^s who 
Jhedfndhlojlrb xnmlf^^^l^iiM in li^ft^^qr were {)laced^ w^ fee 
the religious inJlinS of Wejlern Chrijlendom Jlirred to a higher 
pitch of devotion by the labours of a Jingle man ; but where the 
lejQTons of the reformer took a direfiion contrary to ecclejiajlical 
teaching, (and then theology jeemed to embrace the whole area 
of human thought,) one rejult only was pojjible. The fate of thofe 
who Jlruggled to win freedom for them/elves and their kind is a juiH- 
dent proof that it was neither the Want of intelle8,'enet|QS'<*<'>^ ^h- 
jbuled devotion, that rendered their lives and labouS^ unfraitfui. 
Even the pajjiionate prophecy and withering fcora of the ^fest- Floren- 
tine could do nothing towards roujing mankind from -Its lethargy. 
The firjl defire of his heart was indeed aocontplijhed >; ^iiee'WOh fofr 
his Beatrice the highejl:pla(% in the ideal world of love and beauty, 
but againjl the "Jhe-wolP' eVeto-the-iliveSives of -the "Inferno" 
were powerlejs. 

The education of the European mind has progrejjed Jlowly ; it wats 
not until the Tudor period of our hijloty that fociety could have 
exijled without the protefiion of a ..powerful religious cajle. -A 
univerfal theocracy was the only injlitutionijlrong and free enough 
to curb the opprejQfor, and with a. fufficiently extended-mental vijion 
to attempt the work of legijlation : by its means the brutal tyranny 
of the feudal lord wasjbmewhat kept in check; and his fiercer paf- 
jions, at leajl, did not pafs entirely without rebidK. Laws were 
made'for the protefiion of JIaves, infants, and w^menyfaz\i2i% even 
a Norman baron or an Italian count feared to dijbbey. It does not 
Jeem pojQIible that moral truths could have been brought home to 
the hearts of the people by any other means. If fo, great a misfor- 
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tone could have happened as the premature overthrow of this fpiri- 
tual dominion it is almojl certain that a jimila^ injlitution, or one 
differing in outward accidents only, would have taken its place* 
And if it had not been jb, the people would have lapjed into 
mere pagan jenjualifm ; a compound of Teutonic materialijm and 
Southern creature-worjhip without the noblene^ of the one or the 
pfMtry of the other. 

The great religious contejls of the jixteenth century, while they 
releafed the races of Northern Europe from jubJe3ion to one dajs 
of ideas which they had outgrown, left almojl everything to be 
accomplijhed in the direfiion of perjbnal freedom. It \% doubtful 
whether any of thofe engaged on either Jide in that memorable 
jlrife even underjlood what is now meant by liberty. 

The jingularly complex nature of our political and Jbcial rela- 
tions on the accejjion of the Stuart dynajiy tended greatly to deve- 
lope individual energies, and thus to produce that marked contrajl 
between the Civil-War era and all preceding ones, which is per- 
haps the mojl interejUng phenomenon prefented by that memorable 
Gontejl. Probably no defcendant of the Plantagenets, then alive, 
was more unfitted to rule England than the weak perfon whom politi- 
cal necej|[ity forced upon us on the death of the noble-minded Eliza- 
beth. It would hstve taxed the highejl energies of a wife and brave 
jbvereign to have governed a land Jo dijlrafied with religious fac 
tiong with dignity and in peace. James pojQfeJJed neither courage 
iHUr wifdom, but had the abjence of thoje virtues been his chief 
defeS, his reign might have caufed lefs evil. His political bigotry, 
mitigated as it was in afiion by his extreme cowardice, was not 
calculated to produce the worjl refults ; but unfortunately, like 
many other feeble-minded men, he took intenfe delight in theological 
/peculation. As the head of the ejlablijhed religion in England it was 
the pbvious duty of the chief magijlrate to make that body as little 
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oBenJive to the people as the nature of jb Jmgular a compromije 
would admit of; but, from influences which it probably would be eajy 
to trace to their origin, the king's mind was bent upon purfuing 
an oppojite courje. The extreme nature of the religious fafiions 
into which his realms were divided, jpurred on the zeal of the 
theolc^an not to be a minijler of peace but an enforcer of uniformity. 
The Catholics, who had received in the early part of the reign fome 
Jljght mercy, when the monarch found himjelf fuflidently powerful 
to do jb, were perjecuted with unrelenting jeverity. The increajing 
body of Puritans (a dejignation which mujl be underjlood to in- 
clude perjbns of nearly all varieties of opinion who were oppojed 
to dejpotijm in the jlate and extreme Epijcopalian views on Church 
government) hated the ruling powers almojl as intensely as did their 
brethren of the Roman obedience, and with nearly as good reajbn ; 
for, although they were not fubjefi to capital punijhment, like the 
members of the ancient faith, their lives were rendered mijerable by 
Jlate tyranny. The Puritans, certainly had not, at flrjl, any jlrong 
feelings againjl monarchical power when rejlrained within due 
bounds, — fome, indeed, profejQing to the lajl their dejire for ^^ a 
covenanted King," but they naturally became, as time wore on, lejs 
and lefs attached to the exijling order of things. It is probable 
that a jlrong-willed and unprincipled monarch might have played 
off theje fafiions againjl each other with conjiderable perjbnal ad- 
vantage. It is evident that James endeavoured to do jb, and as 
he had at times able minijlers- about him, it is not unlikely that 
^ven he might have jucceeded had England been his only kingdom ; 
Scotland and Ireland happily prejented unjurmountable objlades to 
the crujhing out of either of thefe religious bodies. The northern 
kingdom was entirely Puritan ; the Catholic Church in that region 
had not merely fallen, — its members had been jb hunted down by 
their juccejfors, that hardly an avowed profejfor of the old religion

was to be found. Epijcopacy^ indeed, was jlill fuppojed to exijl, bat 
its Jlrange and unedifying hijlory was fo well known, that we cannot 
/oppofe it appealed very forcibly to the confciences of any but thoje 
dependent on government patronage. On the other hand, Ireland 
had dang with the tenacity of defpair to the mediaeval form of 
Chrijlianity— it was the only thing that connected her with the far 
dS pajl, that carried back the memories of her poor perfecated 
children to times when they had at leajl one powerful protefior on 
earth from the opprejQiion of their conquerors. This pajQiionate at- 
tachment decked the mythic pajl with the rainbow tints of unreal 
beauty, It became part of an Irijhman's faith that his country had 
once had a golden age of peace, profperity, and virtue, under the 
mild guardianjhip of the Church of God. 

The attempts made to convert theje kingdoms to the King's views 
were too weak to produce any tSeBL except irritation ; but they 
mujl be borne in mind in calculating the forces which produced the 
revolution that followed. 

Charles was a far nobler man than his father ; had he ruled 
in other times he might have left a favourable imprejQion on pojle- 
rity ; in the circumjlances in which he was placed his higher qua- 
lities were almojl entirely hidden. Whether it was by force of 
hereditary tranfmijjion, or the refult of education, that Charles re- 
fembled James cannot now be known, but the fame weak nature is 
remarkable in the child as in the parent, — ^the fame objlinacy, the 
Jame theological injlinfis with evea lefs dijlrujl of his own power of 
enforcing convifiion, and a greater affe£{ion for the mechanical 
parts of religious worjhip. His faith in the jan£{ity of his own 
office was probably more jincere than his father's. It was dan- 
gerous in proportion to its Jincerity. 

The hijlory of the political and religious jlruggles of thefe reigns^ 
of the forty years' battle for liberty, fought with varying fuccefs at 
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Wejbflififler when there was 9 parliament a/t the Council Boards in 
the law<oiutS' and the jhlres when the king^ ruled alone^ has come 
down to U9 in a very unattrafiive foim,. The various leaders have 
aft jet had but Uttle ju^ce done to tlieir memories^ the more obpture 
meft have quite pajQfed out of memory. Let us remembi^r that t& 
thftm we owe smich of what followed both of good and eviL 

The long contejl, ere an appeal to arms was thought of, prepared 
Eng^Jh minds for jelf-govemment, and jhook to its baje diat belief 
in the holinefs of the kingly office, which the Reformation had fof-. 
tered,. and which Jubjequent events had developed into an article of 
faith. Ere the war of words was fufpended by a Jlerner conflifi, I 
believe that among the mafs of the people, th^ dream of the divine 
right of kings had paJQfed away for ever^ A figment juch a^ that 
once jhattered could never be rejlored, even the faturnaUa of the 
Rejloration could only reproduce tls Jmblaace ii^ thoje profej[^onally 
itttcrejled. The cry--. 

" Caefar in urbe fua Deus eft," 

found na echo in men's hearts* If the readejr wijhes tp hear it, and 
is not to be deterred by blaji^my or filth, let him read the jermons 
of the court-preachers and the rhyme-books pf 4ie court-poet^. 

It is not my intention, in this reprint pf a Civil-War trafi, to 
trace, even in the merejl jkeleton manner, the hijlpry pf the period. 
A word or two jeems, however^ to be required tp account fpr the 
appearance of this little book. I have long been making cojlefiions 
relative to the lives of thofe perjpns whp were engaged on both jldesi 
during the Great Civil War. In the work I have in progrejs I 
Jhall include, as far as poJQ[ible, every officer who bore a cpmmiJIion 
from King or Parliament, and many other perfpns who rendered 
themjelves conspicuous in the convuljions of the time. Of courje I 
jhall not omit to give a place tp the many nobk women aljb who juf- 



fared OA cither fide* It will be readily underjloiod that althtmgh 
fhe'Wdrk in qtiejlioti will be made as concije as is po0ible, conjfijleiitly 
With ^commutiicating the fa£isdf the various lives, it is yet a laboriotts 
tiMkrtaking, whidi cannot hebrought to a conclojion for fome years.* 
It was, however, fuggejled to me by tiiy pablijherthsft a reprint otHhe 
follc^i^ Akiny Lijl would be welcomed by many jfaidtente aina handy 
WoVk of reference ^n trading contemporary hijlorians. te afefht- 
M]b to thofe engaged in topographical and genealogicd jladies is 
levldenl. fb foch a book it was perhaps unnecejQTary to add notes ; 
I have, nei^rthelefs, for th^ convenience of the general Tead^r, 
given a line or two of biographical memoranda to the names of mojl 
of thoje petjbns who rendered themjelves prominent. To have 
enlarged them further Jo as to include the more objcure would 
have been but to anticipate very imperfefily 'a future publication. 
The trafi, of which the following pages are a reprint, is preferved 
in the Bodleian Library. I never Jaw another copy, but I believe 
one or two more exijl ; it is, however, of extreme rarity. The liJl 
of the Earl of EJJex's army is to be found alfo in a Jeparate 
pamphlet, with which this edition has been compared. A reprint 
of its title-page occurs here in the proper place. 

Although the date 1642 occurs on the title, it is certain that this 
Lijl was not ijfued until that year had, according to modem compu- 
tation, clofed. It will be borne in mind, however, that the legal 
year in the feventeenth century begun on the 25th of March, the 
feajl of the Annunciation of the Blejfed Virgin Mary, and that 
therefore a book ijfued from the prefs before that day in the year

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1643 ^ould bear the date of the previous year. The occurrence 
of Philip Skippon, as ^< Serjeant Major General and Prejident of 
the Councill of War," is decijive on this point.* It is not fo eajy 
to account for the name of ^^ Sir Faithful Fortefcue*' being retained 
in the lijl of the Parliament's army. 

My efpecial thanks are due to Monjieur J. A. Van Lennep of 
Zeyjl, near Utrecht, for a long and extremely interejling commu- 
nication relative to Dr. Dorejlaus which I have ufed in the note 
attached to that perfon's name. I have a melancholy pleafure alfo 
in exprejjing my obligations to the late Rev. John Ward, of Wath 
Refioiy^ near Ripon.

Ifaac Doriflaus was a friend of Sir Henry Mildmay, and the firfl Lord Brooke. 
Through the influence of the latter he was appointed to read a hiflorical le^huv in 
Cambridge ; but was foon filenced on account of his maintaining anti-monarch- 
ical principles. His great knowledge of Civil Law caufed his nomination to the 
office of Judge Advocate of the Army, For the fame reafon he was fhortly 
afterwards made one of the Judges of the Court of Admiralty. He made him- 
felf e^cially hateful to the Royalifb by aflifling to prepare the charge of High 
Treafon againfl Charles I. In the beginning of May, 1649, he failed for Hoi'* 
land as Envoy from the Englifh Parliament to the Hague ; he had only fpent 
a very fhort time there when, on the 12th, or, according to others, the 15th of 
May, as he was taking his fupper at the Witte Zwaan (White Swan) Inn, fome 
five or fix men in mafks entered the houfe, blew out the lights in the paflage, 
and rufhed into the public room, where he, in company with eleven other 
guefb, was fitting. Two of the confpirators immediately made a murderous 
attack on a Dutch gentleman named Grijp van Valkenfteyn, fuppofing him to 
be the Englifh Envoy. Finding out their mifbke, however, they fet upon 
Doreflaus, and flew him with many wounds, exclaiming as they did the deed, 
•* Thus dies one of the King*s Judges." The leader of this execrable gang was 
Col. Walter Whitford, fon of Walter Whitford, J>,1>.^ of Monkland, in Scot-

The perfon here indicated may poifibly be Theodore Palaeologus, fon of 
Theodore Palaeologus of Landulph, who died Jan. ai, 1636. This Theodore 
was afterwards a Tailor, and died at fea in 1693, on board the Royal Charles. 
From his will, which was proved at Do6h>rs* Commons, it feems that he had 
no ifliie.

A true Copie of the Inftru^ions agreed upon by the Lords and 
Commons ajfembled in Parliament, andjent to his Excellency 
the Earle of Ejjfex hard Generall of the Army, concerning 
the advancing of his Forces towards His Majefty, 6?f. 

llRST yoajhall carefully rejlralne all Impieties, Pro- 
phanenejfe, and Disorders, Ryot, Injblence, and 
Plundering in your Souldiers, as well by Jlri3 and 
Jevere punijhment of Juch offences, as by all other 
i^ meanes which you In year wljedonies Jhall thinkc fit. 
Secondly, your Lordjhip Is to march with Jiich forces as you 
thinke fit towards the Army, raffed in his MajeJUes Name agalnjt 
the Parliament and Kingdome, and with them, or any. part of them, 
to fight at juch time and place as you jhall Judge to conduce to the 
peace and Jafety of the Kingdom j And you Jhall uje your utmojl 
endevours by Battalle or otherwi/e to refcuc his Majejlies p«/on, 
and the peijbns of the Prince, and Dnke of Yorke, out of the hands 
of thoje dejperate perjbns who are now about them. 

Thirdly, you Jhall take an opportunitle In Jbme Jafe and honour- 
able way, to cauje the Petition of both Honjes of Parliament here- 
with Jent unto you, to be prejentcd unto his MaJeJUe, and If his 
MajeJUe Jhall pleafe thereupon to withdraw himjelfe from the forces 
now about him, and to rejbrt to the Parliament, you Jhall cauje all 
theje forces to dijband, and jhall Jecure and defend his MajejUe with 
a juffident Jlrength in his retume. 

Fourthly, you jhall publijh and declare, that If any, who have 
been jeduced by the falje ajperjions cajl upon the proceedings of the 
Parliament, as to aj}ijt the King In the afling of thoje dangerous 
Couojels, Jhall willingly within ten daycs after Jiich publication in 
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the Army, returne to their dutie, not doing any hojlile aS within 
the time limited, and Joyne themfelves with the Parliament, in de- 
fence of Religion, his Majejlies perfon, the Liberties and Law^ of 
the Kingdome, and priviledges of Parliament, with their perfons 
and Ejlates, as the Members of both Houfes, and the rejl of the 
Kingdome have done : That the Lords and Commons will be ready 
upon their fubmijjion to receive fuch perfons in fuch manner as they 
Jhall have caufe to acknowledge they have been ufed with demeticy 
and favour : Provided, that this Jhall not extend to admit any man 
into either Houfe of Parliament who Jlands fufpended, without 
giving JatisfaSion to the Houfe whereof he Jhall be a Member : and 
except all perfons who Jland impeached, or partictilarly Voted in 
either Houfe of Parliament for any delinquency whatfoever ; Ex- 
cepting likewije fuch Adherents of thofe who Jland impeached in 
Parliament of Treafon, as have been eminent perfons and chicfe 
Afiors in thofe Treafons ; And except the Earle of Brijloll, the 
Earle of Cumberland, the Earle of New-CaJUe, the Earle Rivers^ 
Secretary Nicholas, Majler Endimion Porter, Majler Edward Hide, 
the Duke of Richmond, the Earle of Camarvan, the Lord Vijcount 
Newarke, the Lord Vijcount Faulkland, being one of the prindpall 
Secretaries of State to his Majejlie. 

Fifthly, you Jhall apprehend the perfons of all thefe who Jland. 
impeached in Parliament, or have been declared Traytors by both 
or either Houfe of Parliament, or other Delinquents, and you Jhall 
fend them unto the Parliament to receive condigne punijhment ac-^ 
cording to their offences. 

Sixthly, you Jhall receive the Loancs, or Contributions of Money^ 
Plate, or Horfe from all his Majejlies loving Subjefis, which they 
Jhall be willing to make for the fupport of the charge of the Army, 
and better difcharge of the fervice of the Common-wealth ; And 
you Jhall certifie all fuch Jummes of Money, and the value of fuch 
Horfes, that the perfons thereupon may have the publique faith for 
payment to be made unto them, as to others of his Majejlies Sub* 
jefis upon the fubfcription of Money, Plate, and Horfe. 
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Seventhly, yon Jhall carefully protefl all his Majejlles lovfng 
Subjefis from rapine and violence by any of the Cavaliers, or other 
of his MaJeJUes pretended Army, or by any of the Souldiers of the 
Army which you command { and you Jhall cauje the Annonr and 
Goods of any perjbn to be rejlored to them from whom ihey have 
been unJuJUy taken. 

Eighthly, you jhall objerve fucfa frnther Direfiions and Injlruc-
